Books and Blanks. 


Registration 
books 
and 
blanks 
shall be prepared by the county audi­ 
tor, and he shall, ten or more days 
before the May session of the regis­ 
tration board, deliver to each inspect­ 
or two blank forms of registration 
books, blank application^ for regis­ 
tration and other necessary station­ 
ery, which should contain a blank for 
the qualifying oath of the clerks. The 
inspector should, before registration 
day, place a portion of the applica­ 
tion blanks in such place or places 
and in such hands in the precinct so 
that the voters generally may have 
access to such blanks before the day 
of registration, retaining a sufficient 
number to supply, all voters of the 
precinct who may apply for them on 
registration day. 
These blanks may 
be printed or written by any one. • 
Each registration book 
shall be 
covered with tag, have a proper cap­ 
tion, with b la n k s to adjust it to any 
precinct, and be ruled in ten columns, 
headed respectively; 
Number, resi­ 
dence’, 
age; 
where 
born; 
when 
came to U. S.; 
when 
and 
where 
naturalized; 
when and 
where de­ 
clared intention; where resided since 
October la s t; 
remarks. 
Each reg­ 
istration book shall contain a suffici­ 
ent number of leaves to allow the 
names as elsewhere shown, and an 
alphabetical index in the back of the 
book of the names registered, with a 
reference to their 
number 
respec­ 
tively. 
Who May Register. 


The object of the registration law 
is to provide for aud require registra­ 
tion of all voters who may be quali­ 
fied and desire to vote at the next 
general election. 
The present quali­ 
fications fixed by our 
constitution 
have not been changed, and any one 
who may be qualified to vote at such 
(lection

to registration 
therefor. 


In other words, on election day the 
aet requires that, in addition to his 
constitutional qualifications, he must 
be registered. 
Registration 
alone 
does not qualify one to vote, but if a 
citizen is otherwise qualified and not 
registered his vote can not be ac­ 
cepted. 
All persons appearing to cast a 
vote at the general election must have 
been legally registered; 
and so one 
not of age at the time of registration 
but who will be 21 years old on or be­ 
fore the election, and is otherwise 
qualified, should register in order to 
vote. 
How to Register. 


The voter must present himself in 
person to the board of registration 
and announce his name and present 
his application. 
Before 
the voter 
presents 
himself to the 
board, he 
shall make, or cause to be made, in 
writing and partly iii print, his reg­ 
istration application, signed by him. 
If he can not write his name in Eng­ 
lish he may write it in any other lan­ 
guage. and if not able to write in any 
language he may procure some resi­ 
dent of the 
township to 
write his 
name for him, and he shall make his 
mark, and the person so writing the 
applicant's name shall also write his 
name on an application as an attest­ 
ing witness. 
It is made unlawful to 
write the name of an applicant to an 
application unless the 
other party 
writing it is personally 
acquainted 
wit ii -u eh applicant.

Indianapolis, April 27.—Having been 
appointed special organizer for Indi­ 
ana by the Red Cross society, Dr. 
Henry Moore of this city is now en­ 
gaged in making a tour of all of the 
counties of the state in behalf of that 
organization.

The Captain and the Wireless Opera­ 
te!* of Allen Line Steamer Testify 
Before Senate Committee as to Re­ 
ception Given Their Efforts to Warn 
the Titanic of the Presence of Dan­ 
gerous Bergs on the Liner’s Course. 


W ashington, April 27.—Le-ss than 
two hours before the liner struck the 
berg the reply the wireless operator o f 
the Titanic made to the warning of the 
proximity o f a dense field of ice was 
“ Shut up, 
shut 
up!” 
This 
was 
lea rned by the sen ate investigating 
committee. Captain Stanley Lord a nd 
W ireless Operator Cyril Evans, both 
o f the steam ship Californian, testified 
to the curt reply to their attem pt to 
warn the big lin er ot the danger that 
lay ahead. 
It was further established in the 
testim ony of Captain Lord that his 
ship lay surrounded by ice not more 
than 1 9 ^ miles from the Titanic from 
the time she struck the iceberg and 
sen t out her C. Q. D. call until she 
sank beneath the surface. 
The testi­ 
mony of both men demonstrated that 
but for the accident of a weary wire­ 
less operator going to bed, the Cali­ 
fornian would have heard the call for 
help from the Titanic and proceeded 
to the assistance of the liner at once. 
The committee also seemed much 
impressed by the fact that Captain 
Lord regarded the ice reports he had 
received as serious enough to w arran t 
the precaution of doubling his look­ 
outs as soon as it became dark Sunday 
night. 
No such precaution was taken 
on the Titanic, though the Titanic was 
making just double the speed of the 
Californian. 
Much contradictory testim ony was 
heard regarding rockets seen from the 
bridge of the Californian that Sunday 
night just about the time officers of 
the Titanic were signalling in this wav 
In the hope of attractin g the attention 
of a ship sighted off her port bow. 
E rn est Gill, donkey man on the Call- 
forian, appeared before the commit­ 
tee and swore to a statem en t that 
rocket signals of distress from a neigh­ 
boring ship were ignored by the offi­ 
cers of the Californian. 
Captain Lord 
of the Californian asknowlcdged that 
the firing of rockets from a ship that 
lay in the ice three or four miles dis­ 
tan t had been reported to him, but de­ 
clared th at his officers told him they 
were n ot signals of distress. 
This 
ship, he said, would not pay attention 
to his attem pts to communicate with 
her by the Morse electric signal. 
It 
could n ot have been the Titanic, Cap­ 
tain Lord insisted, because rockets 
from her could not have been visible 
to the Californian, nineteen miles dis­ 
tant. 
Operator Evans said Gill had 
told him he was going to get $500 from 
a Boston newspaper for telling about 
the rockets. 
Testimony by twelve members of 
the Titanic’s crew corroborated state­ 
ments already made in regard to the 
presence of an 
unidentified vessel 
within a fewr miles of the Titanic and 
brought' out in terestin g details of what 
happened 011 the Titanic and after she 
went down.

HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIFE. 


An idea worth passing on is to ha v e 
a large safety pin fastened to

In order to prev en t its spread still 
farther, it is imperativ e that all per­ 
son s possessin g bees at all shou ld in ­ 
spect-their apiaries at on ce to ascer­ 
tain the n u mber of dead 
colon ies. 
The death of the bees this win ter is 
ascribed to the cold weather; bu t it 
is qu ite certain that man y colon ies 
died becau se they were weak from 
fou l brood last au tu mn an d were, 
therefore, u n able to withstan d the 
sev ere cold of the win ter. 
In order 
to prev en t the adjacen t presu mably 
healthy colon ies 
from 
»*< n traetin g 
the disease also, they mu st be effect­ 
u ally barred from the hiv es in which 
the bees hav e died. 
“Special care mu st also be u sed 
by those who desire to remov e comb 
an d hon ey from the dead colon ies. 
To elimin ate the dan ger as far as 
possible, it is adv isable to remov e 
the dead colon ies to 
an 
en closed 
bu ildin g where the bees can n ot en ­ 
ter. There this work may be carried 
on safely . 
It can n ot be stated too 
emphatically that the bees mu st n ot 
be allowed access to the comb an d 
hon ey in localities where fou l brood 
ex ists. A little care at this time will 
loss later in the season .”
